The Fire at Peking. 

~The following dutails of tho fire at 
Peking, in which General Schwarzkof€ lost 
his lifo,are taken from Shanghai oxchanges : 
—Tho fire, which partly destroyed the 
Wintor Palaco Inst night (17th inst.), broke 
out, at 11.20 p.m., in the kitchen or the 
pantryof the Ficld Mirshal's apartment. 
Tho two evnrts occupied by the Field 
Marshal's staff, and which wero formerly 
tho private apartments of the Empress 
Dowager, have been tntiroly cousumed. 
The fire spread with furious rapidity. Count 
Waldersce himself coutd not reach the'dvor 
of his asbestos heuss, but with assistanca 
he escapbd through the window. He only 
baroly- saved his lifo, all his personal 
helongings and papers having been lost 
Genoral von Schwarzkeff was burnt to 


J desth in-hisroom. With the assistance of 


Major Baron von Marschall and Captsin 
yon der Grovben, he was trying to save 
tho archives and documents of the head- 
quarters, He succeeded, with their help, 
in getting one tin box into safety, but 
when for the second tino he entered tho 
building to get other papers and his little 
pet dog, he was overcome by smoke and 
heat. His body was found this morning 
Fico down, entircly burnt, The pavilions 
vecupied by Count Wialdersee, Generals 
von Gayl and Schwarzkoff, Major von 
Brixen and the Aide-de-camps, Captains 
Wilborg and ven der Groebon, ‘as well as 
Licutenantvon Rauch, have been completely 
destroyed, nothing being saved from them,
